Sixty-seven books have been added to the library by purchase 
and fifteen by gift, besides the usual state and government reports, 
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forestry bulletins, etc. Of these added by purchase, about fifty are 
fiction. About twenty-five are especially adapted to young 
readers. Among the gifts are interesting pamphlets concerning 
the old-time history of Peterboro and Jaffrey, given by James F. 
Brennan and 'l’. 8. Moors, respectively. Gifts have also been re- 
ceived from Mrs. Ingraham, Mrs. Felt of Springfield, Geo. A. Whit- 
ney of Wadena, Minn., Mr. Perry and others. 

The teachers continue to be some of the most interested patrons 
of the library, receiving assistance thereby and helping to circulate 
the best literature the library affords among the children. The 
heirs of Mary Townsend Wellington have loaned to the museum a 
collection of very interesting family relics, consisting of twenty 
articles illustrating old-time customs, dress, ete., and thirty old- 
fashioned books, some of which are more than a century and a 
half old. 

Through the Rindge sewing circle, Mrs. Abbott of Winchendon, 
formerly of Rindge, has presented to the museum an elaborate auto- 
graph quilt, made and presented to her by that society in 1852 “in 
token of their respect and esteem.”

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REPORT OF 
WEST RINDGE BRANCH LIBRARY, 


For the Year ending December 31, 1908. 


Whole number of books circulated, twelve hundred and seven- 
teen. Of this number two hundred and twenty-one were from the 
“Ingalls hbrary,” and circulated through the Branch hbrary; fifty- 
eight were sent to the “Ingalls hbrary.” Whole number of cards 
issued to December 31, 1908, four hundred and sixteen. 'T'wenty- 
nine new names were added to the list of patrons during the year.

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SCHOOL REPORT. 


In reading this report it will be noticed that some of the bills 
have not been paid to the close of schools. We intended to put 
in nothing beyond February 15, the close of the financial year, 
though all the schools but one kept another week. One school 
closed February 12, on account of the illness of the teacher. By 
mistake, two of the other teachers have drawn their full pay. So 
there will be the account of one week for each of the three other 
schools in the report of 1909. We mention this that the matter 
may be fully understood. 

We often wonder so many teachers fail in discipline when it 
seems if it was not for that lack, their work would nearly reach 
perfection. In these days it seems almost more necessary to enquire 
about that particular, than in regard to education. It is an absolute 
rest for the committee, and no doubt for others as well, to visit 
schools where the order is good; and it is noticeable, that where 
there is good order, there is, as a rule, a corresponding interest in 
books, and willingness to work on the part of the pupils to get 
their lessons. As one well disposed pupil expressed it: “I do not 
see why they want to act so; / want to learn something.” 

On the other hand, we have visited schools where we have felt 
a strong willingness (?) to “take part” ourselves in quelling the 
disturbance. Such visits are neither profitable nor pleasant to look 
back upen. It gives a person a feeling of surprise, at least, to walk 
into a ¢shoolroom, supposing it to be recess time, and find it the 
usual s+ sion, and recitation time. 

We have had a longer term of school this year, and on the 
whole, it has been profitable, we think. Some mistakes have been 
made, as will occur in the best of families, and there have been 
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hindrances. We wish to mention here the matter of destructiveness 
to school furniture and property. In the report of 1904 and 1905 » 
the matter was referred to (because it seemed, that if parents real- 
ized how much of it there was, they would look alter the matter 
so far as their own children were concerned) but not blaming any 
particular one. 

The question had been asked “What does the committee do 
with the money?” ‘That question was answered in one particular 
in that report; and great offence was taken in some quarters when 
the report was read. But—we are glad to have noticed that, ‘in 
comparison, there has been almost no damage of that kind, and 
most of what has been done was not wilful. We are pleased and 
proud to notice the difference. 

We wish more attention to keeping the schoolhouse grounds 
neatly could be secured. Being careful to throw all rubbish at a 
distance from the buildings and to burn all that can be burned ; 
also being careful about scattering or throwing kindling and wood 
around. We have many times picked up armfuls ourselves and 
returned it to the sheds, not liking to see it lying around, or wasted. 
Fuel and kindling is quite an item in the expenses of the schools. 
| Also, ashes should be carried away from the schoolhouses, that they 

may not be carried into the schoolroom on the feet. They look 

very badly scattered around the doors and steps. —‘ The help of the 

- superintendent to both school board and schools, cannot be too 

fully appreciated. Of course every one is not suited, and will not 
be till the “millennium.”

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Rindge: 


I have the honor to submit herewith my third report as super- 
intendent of schools. 

This past year we have taken two steps in advance in the 
schools. We have had a supervisor of music and we have lengthened 
our school year from thirty-two to thirty-five weeks. 

I take great pleasure in calling attention to the report of the 
supervisor of music submitted herewith. Mrs. Griffin is an excel- 
lent teacher and under her able direction a great improvement has 
resulted in the work done in music. Up to this year our pupils 
have had little, if any, opportunity to learn to sing. The introduc- 
tion of the systematic study of music into the schools means much 
to the town. It means that our young people are being trained to 
take their places in the church choirs, that they are being prepared 
to add to the attractiveness of the social gatherings of the com- 
munity, and that they are receiving instruction that will enable 
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them to make life in the home sweeter and happier. ‘To the child 
himself this change means a broadening of the human sympathies 
and a greater appreciation of all that is good and beautiful. 

As superintendent I am wholly out of sympathy with the doc- 
trine that would lessen the length of the school year instead of in- 
creasing it. Our school year ought to be thirty-six weeks long. 
Thirty-six weeks is the time required to cover a year’s work as 
planned in the state program of studies and if we shorten our school 
year it means that we must either do less work than we are now do- 
ing or require the child to remain in school a year or two longer. 
We are not doing too much work at present and under modern com- 
petitive conditions any increase in the length of the school life of 
the child is inadvisable. 

The district schools of a generation or two. ago were often at- 
tended by boys and girls who remained in them until they were 
full-grown men and women. Such a state of affairs is no longer 
desirable. Then a narrow curriculum was sufficient. ‘Today the 
increase in human knowledge has been so great and competition has 
become so keen that a young man or woman must be equipped with 
a broader training in order to succeed in his or her life work, 
Where formerly the country boy seventeen or eighteen years old 
could afford to study grammar, winters, today he ought to have 
passed through the common schools and to have entered the agri- 


cultural ‘college. ; 


The Yearbook of the Department of Agriculture for 1901, 
pages 134-135, has the following upon changing conditions of coun- 
try life: “ Without doubt the character of our agriculture is rapid- 
ly changing. It is becoming more highly diversified, its operations 
are becoming more complicated, the use of intricate machinery is 
becoming more common and necessary, and, in general, successful 
farming now requires a wider knowledge and a greater skill. It 
is very important, therefore, that the agricultural people study the 
problems of the public schools and become alive to the relation 
of these schools to the progress of their art. When every other in- 
dustry is allying itself closely with the schools and seeking changes 
in the school course which will be to its benefit, it will not do for 
agriculture to hold aloof from the educational movements of our 
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times and attempt to run a twentieth century agricultural system 
on the basis of an eighteenth, or even nineteenth, century school 
system.” 

We have increased our school year to thirty-five weeks, and we 
have given the children and the community the benefit of a super- 
visor of music. Let us not go backward. Let us lengthen our 
school year to thirty-six weeks. Let us broaden our program of 
studies still more. Let us introduce the subjects of nature study 
and elementary agriculture into our schools. Let us resolve that 
from this time on the schools of Rindge shall serve the interests of 
Rindge and not those of Boston or New York or Chicago. I charge, 
and I do so because I am confident that the charge cannot be re- 
futed, that the old district school with its extreme emphasis upon 
the subject of arithmetic actually drove boys away from the country 
to the commercial life of the city. Our problem today is to de- 
velop a school system that will draw people from the city into the 
country. | 

Unfortunately nature study is looked upon as a fad to be 
laughed at and elementary agriculture is regarded as useless be- 
cause, forsooth, the boy can learn farming on the farm. Upon 
the advisability of taking up nature study and teaching elementary 
agriculture I will not advance arguments of my own but will again 
take the liberty of referring to the Yearbook for 1901, pages 149, 
150, 151 from which I quote the following paragraphs. 

“Nature study is not to be confounded with the systematic 
teaching of agriculture, for it is, in fact, a very different thing. It 
deals, however, with many elementary facts and principles on which 
the study of agriculture should be based, and is, therefore, in large 
measure a preparation for this study in later years. The subjects 
of nature study in the rural school may most appropriately be 
largely drawn from those things with which agriculture directly 
deals. The common plants and trees of the farm, the domestic ani- 
mals, the beneficial and injurious insects in any agricultural region, 
offer abundant material for nature studies. And the intelligent 
teacher may easily take advantage of the fact that the pupil lives 
in the midst of these things to so open his mind and heart to the 
benefits and delights of the world about him that country life will 
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have such an added charm that in after years he will not be so 
ready to desert it. 

. Instruction about plants and animals and insects may 
easily and naturally be connected with exercises in composition and 
in numbers, which will bring into practical use from day to day 
what the child is learning in his lessons about the English lan- 
guage, arithmetic, or geography. Properly taught, nature study 
will not crowd out any essential branch of learning from the com- 
mon schools, but, on the other hand, it will stimulate interest in 
them all as the pupil discovers that they may be directly related to 
his daily life and the world about him. Once the child’s mind is 
awakened to the innumerable wonders of nature, and his interest 
excited in the explanations of the phenomena with which his farm 
hfe makes him familiar, it will be far easier than ever before to 
stimulate him to continuous endeavor to widen his knowledge 
through reading, as well as through observation. He will have more 
thoughts to put on paper, and he will often wish to draw objects 
he has seen. His view of the business of the farm will also be radi- 
cally changed. The subject of milk and its products, for example, 
may be so presented to a class of pupils of twelve years of age that 
they will have a fairly intelligent idea of the composition of dairy 
products and of the changes that take place in the making of but- 
ter and cheese. Thereafter their view of the business of dairying 
will be very different from that of children who have never learned 
these things. The country boy oftentimes has a wonderful familiar- 


_. ity with nature. The things he has learned about animals, and 


birds, and trees; the lore of the fields and woods and streams—all 
this may be of great practical use to him. Connect this with what 
other students of nature have found out, and how easily this boy’s 
knowledge of the world about him may be broadened and deepened. 
School will then become to him a place where he may learn things 
which will add a greater pleasure to his hunting and fishing, and 


even a new interest to the planting of seed or the milking of cows. 


When people think about the teaching of agriculture in the 
common schools they often make the mistake of supposing that 
what is meant is instruction in farm operations. But obviously this 
would be impracticable in the ordinary public school. Plowing and 
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reaping and milking must ordinarily be learned on the farm and 
not in school. But the school can help the pupil to do all these 
things more intelligently by teaching him why plowing is necessary 
and at what stage of a plant’s life it is best to reap, and how the 
dairy cow has been developed so as to yield such-an abundance of 
milk. School is the place where we should learn to connect the 
practical and other knowledge we already have with what other men 
know who have lived in the past or in other places or have studied 
certain subjects very thoroughly. The child knows the English 
language to a considerable extent when he goes to school. By learn- 
ing to read he broadens this knowledge and gains the power of 
learning what men in all the ages and in all the world have been 
thinking about and have discovered. Some of the things he may 
read will have a direct relation to his daily life, and the pity is that 
practical men are not better taught how to gather useful knowledge 
by reading. Jn a similar way the child knows something of the 
natural world when he goes to school. What he needs to find there 
is a teacher who can connect the child’s limited knowledge of nature 
with what science has unfolded of nature’s mysteries and can show 
how the discoveries of science may be applied to improve the life 
and practice of the farm. 

It is related that a certain farmer discovered his son 
catching beetles, and asked what he was doing it for. The boy 
replied that his teacher wanted them to illustrate talks to the pupils 
on habits of insects, their ravages, methods of repression, ete. The 
farmer forbade his son catching any more ‘bugs,’ but could not help 
noticing that the little fellow continued his interest in them. He 
finally exacted a promise from the teacher not to take his son’s time 
from books ‘to fool around with bugs and worms and millers. Not 
long after the son happened to let fall a remark-in his father’s hear- 
ing about some noxious insect, which showed him to be in possession 
of information worth some dollars to the farmer. The father’s 
interest was thus aroused and the ban against nature study removed. 
He was frequently seen out with his son collecting, and later on 
presented the school with a valuable collection of insects properly 
mounted. He had come to see that nature study had a direct rela- 
tion to the improvement of agriculture.” 
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On the whole the work of the schools has progressed favorably 
this past year. There have been some weak spots and I have detected 
deficiencies in discipline, management, and instruction that I have 
sought to correct. The work in grammar, language and spelling 
has been much improved and the results obtained in history, 
geography and physiology have been excellent. I have tested,the 
pupils frequently and almost invariably have secured satisfactory 
results. Last fall | made a comparative test between a ninth grade 
in an unsupervised town with a ninth grade in Rindge and I found 
that the Rindge children readily solved mentally examples that the 
other children could not do with paper and pencil. 

In closing I wish to thank the school board for their cor- 
dial support and the community for the courteous cooperation given 
me in my work.
